The Alexandrin Habeas Corpus Case,
OPINION OF ATTORNEY-GENERAL SPHED.

Considerable attention has been given to the
declsion ol Judge Underwood, in Alexandria,
Va., lately, in tha case ol Thomas Javins,
laeﬂrionur tor & wiit or habeas corpus, In Muy,

565, Javins assaulted a colored boy, Frank
Beall, and in the sssault the boy's lez was
broken, Javins was thereupon arrested by
General 8lough. In October, Beall brought an
action for damages 1 the Provost Court, Captian
P. R. Hambrick, Judge, and recovered $500
damages, the Court ordering Javius to he im-
prisoned till the domages were paid, This de-
cision was approved by General Augur, and n
few days since was carried into execution by the
arrest of Javins and his continemeut in the
Blave Pen, in default ol payment o the judg-
ment. He then petitioned the Wnited Stales
District Court for a writ of habeas corpus, to
dischsrge him from this continement,

The writ wus served on Captain Hambrick,
who made return thereon that he held the pri-
soner by authority of the President of the United
States. The priconer’s oounsel relied upon, tirst,
o lormer convietion by General Slough ; secondly,
want of jurisdiction in_the Provost Court over a
case of this pature. The respondeni's counnsel
argned that the return ol Captain Humbrick
waa conclusive, and upon it the prisoner must
be remanded to custody; and secondly, that, if
the return did not preclude the Court from
goivg further, the Provost Court had jurisdic-
tion, being the Court designated for the trial of
these cases, by the Freedmen's Bureau, in ace
cordance with the rules and regulutions ol the
Bureau approved by the President, Judge Un-
derwood decided that the writ of habeas corpus
was not restored by the recent proclamation o
President Johnson, and that the return of Cap
iain Hambrick that he held the prisoner b
authority of the President was conclusive, ang
the Court could not go bebind it. The prisoner
was accordingly remanded to confinement under
the sentence ol the Provost Court,

We learn that the Attorney-General has given
au opinion adverse to the decision of Judge
Underwood, and that an order has been issned
for the relesse of the prisoner on the writ.—
Washington Star, 18th,
